Gabrieila, whose 
cargo 
of alcohol, 
valued at $1,200,000 was seized as it 
was entering the port of New York, 
were held for furth er questioning by 
federal authorities in Brooklyn. 
The vessel was captured at Staten 
Island by a coast guard patrol boat 
in charge 
of Boatswain Leonard T. 
Jones. 
It attracted suspicion when it 
faile<j to make the custom ary stop 
for inspection by health authorities 
a t Quarantine. 
Captain Charles 
H. 
Mood, of the Gabrieila and members 
of' the crew’ were 
questioned aboard 
the vessel by Alex ander Pisciotta, as­ 
sistant United States attorney.

traw ler w'as held under guard near 
the statue of

Tacoma, Wash.—In their fight to 
collect more than $3,000,000 from the 
federal government for violations of 
their rights, Indians of the Puyallup 
tribe, at a hearing in Flrwood. near 
Tacoma, unwound the traditions of 
their race and retold, through docu­ 
mentary evidence and eyewitness tes­ 
timony, the happenings at the Medi­ 
cine Creek pow-wow which led to a 
treaty between them and Isaac I. Ste­ 
vens, territorial governor, In Decem­ 
ber, 1632. 
Three Indians, who were born so long 
ago that they have forgotten their 
ages, are on hand to tell what they 
remember of the proceedings at Med­ 
icine Creek 75 years ago. 
The three ancients are Wapato John 
and Tom. Milroy of Nisqually, and 
Lucy Slaghnm, who was born near 
Gig Harbor, and has made her home 
In various sections of the Northwest 
The treaty was full of jokers, which 
worked to deprive the natives of their 
land rights, it Is charged. 
Since then 
the Indians, continually pushed into 
the background by the advance of 
white men, have suffered on account 
of the unfair tactics of the govern­ 
ment, they charge. 
Their allegations, which Include bit­ 
ter personal charges against Hie hon­ 
esty and integrity of Governor Stev­ 
ens, are made up of a score of counts.

JT!:e bureau reports that there were 
7,724 mare tenant farmers in 1925 than 
in 1920, and .*0,750 fewer farm owners. 
The net change, says Hie bureau, is not 
startling, but the picture in detail “is 
not at all reassuring.’1 
Farm owners have increased in the 
New England, Middle Atlantic, and 
Pacific groups of states and deceased 
in nil other groups, tile larger de­ 
creases being in tile west north cen­ 
tral, 
east south central, arid west 
* south central areas. 
Tenant farmers have increased In 
the west north central, west south 
central, and mountain states, and de­ 
creased In all other areas. 
Tile in­ 
crease in tenant farming has been es­ 
pecially notable In tile newly devel* 
^ oped cotton areas iu the .Southwest. 
An analysis of the various tenden­ 
cies appears to Indicate that tile in­ 
crease in owner fanners has occurred 
mainly in regions sufficiently close to 
cities or to ruining and other indus­ 
trial enterprises to create a demand 
for farm bonnes supported largely by 
strifes earned in nonagricultural in­ 
dustries.
